All classes of live stock were reported in 
good average health and condition, and no 
serious outbreak of disease was reported from 
any district. 


CEREALS. 


Wheat—The yield was well below average, | 


and the quality, on the whole. was poot ; 
although in individual cases excellent crops 
were secured Wheat for seed realised from 
20s. to 25s. per barrel. 

Barley—The yield was well up to average 
in some areas, aiid considerably below average 
in others. The great bulk of the grain was 
up to malting standard, and the greater part 
of it was disposed of during the month at 
pices around 13s. to 14s. 6d. per barrel. 

Oats-—On the whole it was estimated that 
the yield was down by about 20 per cent. as 
compared with the normal. Prices for oats 
continued to advance during the month, vary- 
ing from 12s. 6d. to 16s. per barrel for white 
oats, according to quality and district, with 
about 1s. less for black oats. 


THE POTATO YIELD. 

The great bulk of the potato crop was 
lifted and pitted under ideal conditions, and 
the tubers were reported to be keeping well 
in the pits. The yield was estimated to be 
about 40 per cent, below average generally, 
but where potatoes are grown for export the 
fall in vield was only about 25 per cent. 
The bulk of the crop is free from disease, 
but the proportion of small tubers is higher 
than usual. It is expected that prices for 
potatoes will nrohab!ly continue high during 
the vear. Prices for shipping during the 
month remained steady around £5 per ton. 


MANGELS, SUGAR-BEET AND 
CATCH CROPS. 

Mangels proved a variable crop. On the 
whole, the vield was below normal. but the 
roots were reported to he sound and of good 
qualitv. Sugar beet vielded a lower weight of 
roots than the nermal, but the sugar content 
was reported satisfactory.

Its char- 
acter wiil be influenced by the struggle be- 
tween men and machinery, between natural 
and artificial tendencies, between biology and 
technology. 

Perhaps the greatest need of American 
cities to-day is relief from congestion, and a 
greater sense of spaciousness. This can 
come only from more severe restrictions 
on the height and area of buildings, re- 
gional planning, more open spaces. and ty 
adopting some practicai method of limiting 
the size and population of cities, as is now 
heing done in Russia. The American city, 
as your editorial points out, is changed from 
the point of view of density of population 
and area. The centres are already losing 
their population, and, it may safely be pre- 
dicted, will later lose business and land 
values unless congestion is relieved. Popula- 
tion and wealth will increasingly shift. to 
outlving places and to other sections of the 
United States, especialiv to the South and 
the Pacific Const. 

The future city will be more spread ont. 
I: will be regional. It will be the natural 
product of the automobile, the good road. 
electricity, the teltnhone, and the radio. 
combined with an increasing desire on the 
part of greater numbers of people to live a 
more natural biological life under pleasants 
and more natural conditions. 

It is to he honed that in this new era 
for cities we shall not use our power over 
machinery merely to produce more machinerv. 
but to stcure leisure and to enjoy life itself

CURIOUS FRENCH

A curious case (says the New York Times) 
was recently brought before the jurists of the 
French State Council. On September 30. 
1924. the well-known French tenor, Franz, of 
the Paris Grand Opera, read the following 
statement in the radio column of an evening 
newspaper:—‘‘ The Lyon-la-Doua Broadcast- 
ing Station, reputed for the variety of its 
programmes, gave as part of its last nights 
entertainment two fine opera duets by the 
well-known singers, M. Franz and Mlle. Lise 
Charny, both of the Paris Opera. The works 
performed were ‘Le Cid,’ by Massenet, and 
‘Sigurd,’ by Reyer.”’ 

M. Franz re-read the statement and midlly 
wondered how a man could sing in Paris and 
in Lyons at the same time. For the fact was 
that on that night M. Franz was singing at 
the Paris Opera. The artist undertook to 
find out the origin of the statement. 

After a short investigation it appeared that 
the director of the Lyons broadcasting 
station, having but a limited budget, did not 
think it advisable to secure the costly ser- 
vices of the famous singers. Did he not 
have a fine phonograph record which could 
be made to reproduce the voices of the 
absent artists? But the artists lodged a 
complaint. with the proper authorities. 

Their lawyers stressed the fact that the 
honograph deprives human voice of much of 
its natural charm, and that the hearers of 
the artists, whose singing in ‘flesh and 
blood ’’’ was announced by the station, re- 
ceived erroneous impressions.

Guarding f[gainst Damp. 


ig this sunless climate, damp is a winter 


enemy that must be guarded against by 


every careful housewife, or both health / 


and furnishings are sure to suffer, par- 
ticularly in new houses which have not had 
time to dry out. 

Damp walls will damage the pictures hung 
on them if no precautions are taken. So 
remove the pictures, wipe any moisture off 
them with a dry cloth, and place them with 
their faces to the wall in a warm, dry room 
for a whole day. : 

Then, to prevent any direct contact with 
the damp wall, fix to each picture back, at 
each corner, half a medicine bottle cork. 


This will hold the picture away from the. 


wall, Fix the cork in place either with a 
used gramaphone needle or with seccotine. 

Quicklime, which absorbs moisture, should 
be placed in damp cupboards. 


If by any unlucky chance you are forced . 


to sleep in a damp bed. don’t try to dry it 
out with hot-water bottles, which only draw 
the moisture out into the bed. Instead. str'p 
off the offending sheets and sleep in the 
blankets. Even if these are damp also, they 
won't hurt vou as the linen would. 

Pianos, valuable furniture, or heavily up- 
holstered suites stand damp very badly, and 
must be in rooms that are heated at least 
twice a week if they are not to suffer. If 
furniture is stored in a cellar, it must be 
raised above the floor and kept away from 
the wall, so that air can circulate all round 
it andl minimise any damp.

A Stitch in Time.

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The stocking counters are crowded in all 
Dublin shops at present, and fine silk stock- 
ings of every colour are being unwrapped 
from their boxes for Christmas buyers. 


It is essential in buying stockings to en 
sure that thev are the right size for the 
wearer, for nething looks more awkward, o1 
feels more uncomfortable, than stockings that 
do not fit. It is also a mistake to imagine 
that stockings that are too large at first will 
shrink; this is true only of woollen stockings. 


Ii is an uneconomical proposition to buy 
cheap silk stockings If one has the choice 
of six pairs at five and eleveupence or three 
pairs at ten shillings, the wiser decision 
would be in favom of the latter stocking. 
To-day, however, there are certain types of 
hard-wearing silk stockings on the market 
that are inexpensive. Thick Milanese silk 
stockings tend to '' ladder’’ less than cheaper 
brands, and they very often have double 
soles and ankles. If a stocking of this 
description has the smallest hole, it should 
be immediately repaired, if possible even 
before it is washed. Ladders can be mended 
in shops that specialise in this for a shilling 
or so, and in the case of a good silk stocking 
this is obviously advisable.

careless washing. On no account should silk 
stockings be wrung out. They should he 
gentley squeezed and left to diy in a warm, 
not a hot, atmosphere. Hot water and hot 
irons are also dangerous. and stockings 
should not he hurriedly put on by inserting 
the font into the top: but thev should he 
rolled hack at the ankle and then worked on 
te the foot.

Winter Mosses. 


While in the vicinity of Enniskerry the 
other day I took a walk through the 
woods, where the trees stand stark and 
leafless now, “ bare ruin’d choirs, where 
late the sweet birds sang.” Yet the wood- 
land, even at this season of the vear, is 
not devoid of interest. Th " is a fascina- 
tion in watching the patterns formed by 
the various outlines of trees against the 
sky, while on the ground the eye finds a 
pleasant relief in patches of emerald and 
dark green moss. December is the month 
‘of mosses, and chief among them in the 
woodlands is the hair moss, sometimes 
called “ Golden Maiden Hair,” from the 
long silken yellow hair which covers the 
calyptra, or cap of the seed-vessel. I have 
seen women gathering this moss in a 
Londonderry wood to make an infusion of 
it for use as a hair restorer. Their recipe 
was evidently a survival of the old belief 
that if a plant was similar in appearance 
to anv part of the human body, it possessed 
properti ; which would cure any disease

Safety of School Children. 


The State of California has set an 
admirable precedent in the care of its 
school children. One of the chief worries 
of parents who live a good distance from 
the day-school which their children attend 
is the safety of those children in travelling 
backwards and forwards in omnibuses. 
In California these risks have been 
reduced to a minimum. All ’bus drivers 
are regularly examined by medical men, 
and any defects of eyesight are corrected 
They have also to be otherwise physically 
fit. Special "buses are set aside for the 
use of school-children, and must bear front 
and rear signs with letters not less than 
four inches high to show the fact. They 
must come to a stop before crossing any 
of the railway lines which lie on their 
route, and the driver of a vehicle which 
overtakes a school ’bus that has stopped 
must bring that vehicle to a stop before 
he passes the school ‘bus.

Opposition to Marketing 
Of Fruit Act. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


PORTADOWN, Tuesday. 
HE Northern Governmen: was criticised 
7 at a.meeting of the Portadown Chamber 
of Commeree, which was held last 
night, for their attitude on re-valuation and 
fruit marketing. In regard to the Re-valua- 
tion Bill, the Secretary (Mr. T. C. Rocke) 
was directed to write the local M.P.’s in- 
forming them that the Chamber regretted to 
find that they had voted against the wishes 
of the people whom they were supposed to 
represent. 

Mr. Joseph Logan presided 

Writing wm acknowledgment of the 
Chamber s resolution in. regard to the report 
of the Financial Relations Commitiee, Mr. 
John Jchnston, M.P., said that ne would 
do everything possible to see that undue 
burdens were not placed on the inhabitants 
of Northern Ireland. 

Major D. G. Shillington, D.L., M.P., wrote 
stating that he understood that the Govern. 
ment had come to no decision yet regarding 
the matters referred to in the report. The 
question of re-valuation haa t» be faced 
owing to pressete fram-the Imperia! Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. 8. S. Corbett said that the Chancellor 
of the’ Exchequer had pointed out that the 
Re-valnation Bill was to remove anomalies, 
and that there would be no increase in 
taxation, and this was a thing they should 
take note of and bear in mind. That being 
go. they had not much to grow! about 

Mr, G. A. Locke said that there would 
undoubtedly be a big increase in rates all 
over 

Mr. W. A. Mullen thought that it was 
nearly time they instructed their Parlia- 
mentary representatives to vote according to 
the wishes of the people, and that they 
stopped paving them for shouting. ‘‘ No Sur- 
render,”’ “ Derry Walls,’’ and ‘ Trouble on 
the Border.” 

Mr. Locke moved that a letter be sent to 
their Parliamentary representatives express- 
ing the Chamber's regret at finding that bv 
voting for the HKe-valuation Bill they had 
ignored the wishes of their constituents. 

Mr. T. A. Shillington seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was unanimously passed. 


MARKETING OF FRUIT. 


Mr. James Grew said ‘iat a controversy 
had been raging about the Fruit Marketing 
Act. This was an important matter, in re- 
gard to which the Chamber should take some 
action, as many people were suffering in con- 
sequence of the passing of the Act. When 
an Act of Parliament was found not to be 
for the good of the people it should he 
amended. The Ulster Fruit Growers’ Defence 
Association had put up some sound arguments 
for the Act to be amended. Fruit growing 
was a verv big industry in County Armagh, 
and the Chamber should do something in the 
matter. Three-fourths of the fruit growers 
in County Armagh were opposed to the Act, 
which was on a par with the Re-valuation 
Bill. 

Mr. S. McGredy said that the opposition 
was com ng from a very small rarty. 

The President said that the fruit growers 
deserved credit for the fight they had put 
up, and he was inclined to think there must

BALLYMENA; Tuesday. 


HE Primate of All-Iveland, the Most 

Rev. Dr. D'Arcy, opening two new 

wings to Ballymena Academy to-day, 
said that there was one extremely important 
side of education—what he called, in the 
widest sense, the spiritual part of their being. 
He did not mean céaeansÁ 4 religious educa- 
tion, though he put that at the highest point 
of all. He referred to the cultivation «f 
intellectual interests, which enriched life. It 
could only be imparted by awakening the 
interests, by teaching the people to educate 
themselves. Here was the weakness of their 
primary system For the vast majority of 
the people education ceased at fourteen. He 
did not think that mere State control could 
deal with this, but it could help and en- 
courage. What they needed was a new spirit 
among the people generally, and the develop- 
ment of social and educational interests 
which would make the people turn of them- 
selves to the wonderful resources of science, 
literature, and art, by which híe could te 
incredibly enriched. 

Mr. W. Fullerton, B.A, said that there 
were fonr hundred pupils on the roll, and 
their percentage pass was seventy-nine, which 
was seven per cent. higher than the average 
over Northern Lreland. 

Mr. Robert Crawford M.P.. said that there 
was never a hetter opportuniiv or greater

BELFAST, Tue sdlay. 


HE tonnage cleared from the Port of 
2 Relfast during the past year promises to 

exceed that of the previous year, not 
with standing the general depression in trade 
and industry. ‘The complete figures will not 
be available until the end of the year, but 
the net tonnage cleared up to December 12, 
1931, reached the figure of 3,644,528, repre- 
senting an increase of 82.120 tons over the 
corresponding period of 1930. The goods 
traffic for the current vear is slightly less 
than that of last year. the total imports and | 
exports being 2,945,684 tous for the eleven | 
months, as compared with 2,972,416 tons for | 
the corresponding period last year. — 

The depression in the shipbuilding industry | 
is reflected in the decrease of the imports of | 
iron plates. The total imports amounted to 
93.949 tons of iron plates, compared with 
48.356 last year. On the other hand, linen 
exports increased slightly from 29,107 tons to 
99.785. There was a big increase in the 
export of potatoes—70,087 tons this year, 
compared with 29,271 last year. Manu 
factured tobacco exported increased from 
5.520 tons to 4,992. Cattle exports declined 
from 106,279 head to 80,490 head, but pig 
and sheep exports increased, respectively, 
from 13.344 head to 16,440, and from 66,/74 
to 68,557 head. 

During the year considerable progress was 
made with the construction of the ‘new dock 
on the County Antrim side of the harbour, 
giving employment to about five hundred 
men; also with the erection of the new flour 
er at this dock by Messrs. Joseph Rank.

C. S. Calverley. 


Charles Stuart Calverley was born on 
the 22nd December, 1831. The fact that 
he has acquired a centenary may remind 
his most ardent admirers, a little abruptly, 
of their own advancing years. Calverley s 
work is relished still by all the educated, 
but the golden years of his fame were the 
forty between 1870 and 1910. In more 
recent times a whole brood of university 
poets, having learned the trick from 
“€,8.8.,” has regaled us with scholarly 
wit, with ingenious rhyme (for which 
Calverley himself was indebted to Praed), 
with smiling sentimentalism and with that 
delightful sort of parody which is partly 
criticism and partly an essay in disciple- 
ship. Sixty years ago, however, Calver- 
ley’s Horatian elegance, Puckish humour, 
and ambidextrous handling of Latin and 
Enzlish verse came upon the lettered world 
with a compelling fascination and a 
captivating freshness. In those days, when 
grammar was the foundation of scholar- 
ship, they humanised classical studies. 
Sixth forms and undergraduates revelled 
in his translations from Theocritus, in the 
broad fun of his English odes, in his 
parodies which blended the sublime with 
the ridiculous. Ten thousand faithful 
memories in England and Ireland to-day 
can recall the little boy who was 


not unpleasingly apparelled 
ln a tigitish suit of blue; 


the serene, organ-grinder; the lines on 
tobacco, and that characteristic descent 
from Scott into Calverley— 


In lone Glenartney's thicket 
Lies couched the lordly stag. 

The dreaining terrier’s tail forgets 
Its customary wag. 


Trinity College, Dublin, where wit and 
humour always have ensured the sanity of 
scholarship, took Calverley’s genius to her 
heart. The praises of men like Palmer, 
Tyrrell and Mahaffy enlarged his early 
fame, and his influence is patent through- 
out the brilliant and audacious. pages of 
Kottabos. Mr. J. C. Squire, writing in 
The Times, suggests that VCalverley’s 
‘nearest affinity is Thomas Hood, who 
wrote ‘ The Bridge of Sighs.’’’ It must 
have occurred to many scholars that Pro- 
fessor Tyrrell’s translation of that very 
poem into Latin verse, keeping the English 
metre, is an achievement which Calverley 
would have been proud to claim. 


The Sentry. 


The dilemma of the Roman soldier who 
was overwhelmed at his post by ashes from 
Vesuvius has reappeared in a more com- 
plicated form. Last Saturday morning. 
says the Morning Post, while a sentry was 
on duty outside St. James’s Palace, a car 
drew up not far away. Four men, dressed 
in evening clothes, emerged and proceeded 
to raid a tobacconist’s shop in Pall Mall. 
What ought the sentry to have done? He 
might have disregarded military orders, 
left his post and driven the intruders away 
with his bayonet. He might have called 
out the guard. or, in accordance with 
orders, he might have remained at his 
post and reported subsequently that “ an 
unusual occurrence’’ had taken place. 
The first course would have been a serious 
breach of discipline; the second would 
have been little better, since, as we are 
informed, an immediate alarm would have 
necessitated desertion of his post; the 
third was the course that he chose. 
Certainly it was the line of least resist- 
ance, and the sentry’s conduct has 
been praised warmly in military 
circles. The plundering of a shop or 
any similar civil disturbance, says an 
authority, cannot be included in a 
list of the sentry’s obligations to take 
action. If he had deserted his position, 
the punishment would have been severe. 
In any case, the sentry was privileged.

ROME, Tuesday. 
HE building collapsed with a deaten- 
ing roar, bringing anxious residents 
to the scene at once,

POPE'S CONCERN,

The upper room, where it is feared 
three of the victims were working, was 
the so-called Hall of the Hundred Days, 
the walls of which are covered with 
frescoes by the pupils of Giulio Romano. 
The frescoes, fortunately, have been 
saved. 

The. room contained many gifts from 
kings and other distinguished personages 
to various Popes, though the most valu- 
able are in other rooms. The porcelain 
font given by Napoleon III. to Pope 
Pius IX., the godfather of his infant 
son, was smashed, 


MARTIN LUTHER LETTER. 


‘The room below was the Hall of 
Consultations. which was put at the dis- 
posal of students bv Leo XIII., and was 
to have been restored very shortly.

WHY DEATH ROLL IS COM- 
PARATIVELY LIGHT. 


In a despatch from Rome last night 
The Times Correspondent says: — The 
Vatican Library is not open to students 
in the afternoon, and thus the casualties 
are oe olgpetiege light. Had the disaster 
occurred in the morning the consequences 
would have been far more serious. 

Shortly after five o'clock three of the 
central pillars supporting the roof gave 
way and the roof fell in, carrying down 
with it the ceiling of the Sala Sistina, 
where some of the most precious exhibits 
of the Vatican Library are kept. The 
floor of the hall subsided under the weight 
of debris, and its fall determined in turn 
the collapse of the floors of the two rooms 
underneath. Fortunately, the walls of the 
building have remained standing, and 
with them most of the shelves, containing 
over twenty thousand volumes and 
manuscripts. 

The cases containing books and various 
objects exposed for the convenience of 
visitors, were, however, engulfed and 
buried in the ruins. Almost al] of them 
have, it is said, been recovered. The more 
valuable paintings contained in the rooms 
have also been saved.

The degree 
of suffering on the Clyde could be 
measured by the fact that Messrs. Jobn 
Brown and Co., of Clydebank, the con- 
tractors for the new Cunarder, had, during 
the last three months, paid out in wages 
nearly as much as the rest of the ship- 
yards on the Clyde. | 
“ We reminded the Government of our 
case for Government help in 1927, when 
we asked for the continnance of the Trade 
Facilities Act. We stated that we were 
opposed to subsidies, and we still be- 
lieved that subsidies in general are not 
good for our indnstryv.

Government should guarantee to the 
Cunard Company, by means of a loan, 
the difference of the normal cost of dis- 
counting bills and existing abnormal 
rates, or, alternatively, should raise, by 
means of a loan, a sufficient sum to 
finance the Cunard Company in continuing 
the building of the boat, and lend such 
moneys for a long term on easy rates of 
repayment to the company.

FRENCH RIVAL LINER

PARIS, Tuesday. 

The future of France's new giant liner, 
the Ile de France, which is on the stocks. 
depends on what 1s eventually decided 
about the new Cunard super-liner, on 
which work has already ceaved. This was 
made clear by M. De Chappedelaine, 
Minister for the Mercantile Marine, dur- 
ing this afternoon’s debate. in the 
Chamber on the bill authorising the 
Compagnie Générale Transatlantique to 
contract a loan not exceeding 300,000,000 
francs, guaranteed by the Government, 
which would hold a mortgage on the com- 
pany’s shore establishments and ships.

If the Cunard Line gave up then 
surer-ship France would do the same, he 
said, but he would await the result of 
the negotiations with the Cunard Line 
before taking action.

Bigg or ni are gathering upon the Indian 
horizon, and, according to Reuter’s 
correspondents in India, there are few 
indications that Mahatma Gandhi, who is 
expected in Bombay on December 28, will 
find an atmosphere of peace and com- 
promise. 

Any counsels of moderation which he 
may bring forward are likely to be met 
with an insistent demand for immediate 
and vigorous anti-British action, if one 
may judge from the speech made by the 
Bengal Congress leader and ex-Mayor of 
Calcutta, Subhas Chandra Bose, at Poona 
yesterday. 

Great Britain stands for ‘“ injustice, 
Se and fraud,’’ and such like 
slogans—says Reuter’s correspondent— 
were placarded upon the walls of the hall 
where Bose addressed the Marashtra 
Youth Conference, and they were fully 
reflected in his words. A bold lead, Mr. 
Bose asserted, was what the country was 
awaiting. 

“ If the militant groups, including the 
Left wing of Congress, are ignored in 
arriving at a settlement between Govern- 
ment and Congress, what guarantee is 
there that India will not go the way of 
Ireland ?’’ he asked. 


GANDHI AND VICEROY. 


“ Determined organisation 
whole front, and not isolated acts of 
terrorism,’’ he continued, “ is the best 
reply to the new ordinances.’’ 

Mr. Gandhi, according to an Ahmedabad 
message, is expected to seek an interview 
with the Viceroy as soon as he lands, and 
to discuss the Bengal situation with the 
Governor of Bengal. 

Meanwhile, arrests under the new 
ordinances against. “no rent’’ cam- 
paigners continue, and are reported from 
Allahabad, Cawnpore and elsewhere; and 
there’ is every indication that the attitude 
of the British authorities is stiffening. 

Europeans, according to  Calentta 
advices, are urged by the European Asso- 
ciation “ to unite in stamping out the 
insidious disease of terrorism which is 
threatening all India.”’ 

“ Let us submerge the members of the 
European Association in a bottomless 
grave with bombs and revolvers,’’ is one 
of many threats circulated by means of 
blood-red pamphlets throughout Bengal. 


MOTHER KALI INVOKED. 


“This is the auspicious season for the 
worship of Mother Kali’’—the Hindu 
voddess of destruction, in honour of whom 
thuggee, or strangling, was practised in 
olden days—runs another pamphlet. 
‘‘Help our party now with arms and 
ammunition.”’ 

That these threats are not regar?ed by 
the police as idle beasting is evident by 
the fact that the personal guard of Mr. 
Villiers has been doubled during the last 
two days, and that he has been warned 
by the authorities to exercise the minutest 
vigilance. 

The Gorernment of the United Pro- 
vinces has forbidden the Provincial Con- 
ference announced by the Congress 
authorities for December 26. The banning 
of the Conference is due to the reply of 
the Secretary of the Congress Committee 
that he was unable to give any pledge 
that the ‘‘ no-rent’’ question would not 
be discussed. The matter, he said, lay 
exclusively within the jurisdiction of the 
Subjects Committee of the Conference, 
which does not meet until December 24. 

Th: Congress authorities, who had 
arranged for the Conference to be held at 
Etawah, which is one of the five districts 
to which the new ordinance against the 
‘‘ no-rent ’’ campaign applies, were warned 
that, unless they could give a guarantee 
that the ‘‘no-rent’’ question would be 
avoided, the Conference would be banned. 


DEFIANCE DECLARED. 


The Provincial Congress leaders have 
urgently decided to assemble at Allahabad 
to-morrow under the presidency of the 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. The latter, 
who was formerly President of the 
National Congress, on returning to 
Allahabad from Bombay, has been served 
with a notice under the “no rent” 
campaign ordinance restricting his move- 
ments and forbidding him to make 
speeches in connection with the campaign. 
The Secretary of the Congress Committee 
declares that Congressmen will defy the 
Governm-nt ban and hold the conference 
as announced. 

Four members of the Allahabad Congress 
Committee who attempted to address a 
“no rent” meeting of peasants were 
arrested, tried on the spot, and sentenced 
to six months’ rigorous imprisonment. 
The District Magistrate addressed the 
peasants and warned them of the conse- 
quences of their action, whereupon they 
quietly dispersed. 

‘‘An unreasonable and perverse verdict,”’ 
said Chief Justice Ghose in the Calcutta 
High Court in reversing the majority 
verdict of not guilty returned by the jury 
at Chittagong on the sixteen years old 
Hindu who at the end of last August shot 
dead Khan Bahadur Ashanullah, the 
police inspector, who had supervised the 
investigation into the raid on the Chitta 
gong Armoury in April last. 

Chief Justice Ghose reversed the verdict 
and passed a sentence of. life transporta- 
tion. 


MILITARY IN ACTION, 


The Special Correspondent of The Times 
at Chittagong telegraphed yester:lay :— 
The operations of the troops and police 
in the Chittagong district for the capture 
of the members of the terrorist gang are 
now in full swing. The movement is not 
spectacular in any way; the job ahead 
is for a sieve rather than for a pickaxe. 
Even were a strict military censorship 
not in force, there would be little to teil 
about the movement of the troops. It 
has already been made clear by official 
statements that the function of the troops 
is confined to helping the police in their 
search of the district, and keeping the 
ring clear while the civil authorities 
pursue their natient plan. The normal 
life of the villages has not been interfereJ 
with in any way.

THE VATICAN 
LIBRARY. 


In a leading article The Times states 
to-day :—Five lives have been lost in the 
collapse of part of the Vatican Library, 
and public sympathy will be directed to 
the friends of the victims and to the 
officials, who must accept the responsi- 
bility of a disaster for which they cannot 
be held to blame. A man of learning, 
Professor Vattasso, is among the lost. 
and scholarship in general can only grieve, 
although some may reflect that it is no 
bad fate to die at one’s post. These human 
sympathies will fill the foreground. Never- 
theless. it is impossible to repress anxiety 
about the condition of the books and 
manuscripts which have fallen in the 
ruin. 

The latest news is reassuring, but the 
peculiar wealth of the Vatican Library 
consists in its manuscripts. It has 
between three and four thousand printed 
books, which is a small number compared 
with the three millions and more in the 
British Museum. It is very rich in

It is true that the full scheme tor the 
Galway harbour, which has been agitated 
for quite a long time, 1s not contemplated 
at present. ‘Ihe scheme was estimated 
to cost £350,000, a sum which, in the 
present time of restricted finance, 1t would 
not be possible to raise. 


THE COST. 


The modified scheme now proposed will 
cost about £150,000, made up as follows:

WHAT THE SCHEME 
WILL DO. 


If this scheme succeeds, it will mean 
a great improvement to the harbour and 
its amenities. Among other things it will 
provide dock accommodation for several 
vessels of 16ft. draught, and under, and will 
afford shelter and: harbourage for all 
fishing vessels, at all states of the tide. 
Also, 1t will greatly facilitate the work 
of the tenders plying to and from liners 
anchored in the bay. 

Much stress 1s jaid on the advantages 
to the fishing vessels, inasmuch as, under 
present conditions, it is not uncommon for 
fish cargoes to be so long delayed that 
they fail to reach the markets in time. 
Under the new scheme, the docks will be 
in direct contact, by rail, with the main 
line, so that fish cargoes may be de- 
spatched with promptitude. 

The scheme is being sponsored by the 
Galway County Council, Urban Council 
and Harbour Board, and it is hoped that 
some Government grant will be available.

His Holiness, himself a librarian, was 
formerly Prefect of the Vatican Library, 
and it was at his instance that, not long 
after his accession, there was set on foot 
the cataloguing of the whole collection. 
How great an undertaking that was may 
be guessed from one small fact. There 
were already so many catalogues and 
inventories of the fifty-two separate divi- 
sions of manuscripts in the library that 
shortly before the War the staff were 
engaged in making a “ catalogue of the 
manuscript catalogues.’’ 

Since then there have been many new 
acquisitions, and the task of cataloguinz 
the whole library, by author and by sub- 
ject, would have been too great to be 
undertaken, but for a grant made by the 
Carnegie Trustees. The work must now. 
in all probability, be stopped until the 
extent of the damage has been discovered, 
and, so far as possible, repaired. No 
librarian but will realise how disappoint. 
ing such a set-back must be, and none but 
a librarian of some illimitably endowed 
institution in another continent but will 
share in spirit the inevitable financial 
anxieties with which the Prefect, Mon- 
signore Mercati, and the other authorities 
must now be faced. 

Of all places the Vatican, of all build- 
ings a library, are the last in which the 
mind would allow for the possibility of 
death and disaster, and the sympathy sent 
out to the Vatican in this tragic affair 
will be spontaneous and widespread.

cedented fall in the price of Hungary's chief 
articles of export, and the resulting scarcity 
of foreign exchanges, the Hungarian Govern- 
ment is obliged to suspend the payment 
abroad in foreign values of rá” s public 
and private debts from December 25rd, 1961, 
with certain exceptions. 

The Government intends to use the foreign 
exchanges at its disposal first for the service 
of the 7} per cent. Debt 6f the Kingdom of 
Hungary of 1914 (League of Nations Loan), 
and afterwards, the supply of foreign ex- 
changes permitting, for the specially-secured 
international relief loans, and the interest or 
discount of the specially-secured Treasury 
bills or the payments to be made for the 
Caisse Commune, the Austro-Hungarian rail- 
ways, the Danube-Save-Adriatic railways, 
based on the London Protocol of August 11, 
1951, and for the service of the pre-war debts 
of Budapest settled in the Ostende Agreement 
of August 24th, 1925. 


TO SAFEGUARD TRADE, 


In order to safeguard the country’s trade, 
the Government will authorise the Hun- 
nee National Bank to sell exchanges to 

ungarian nationals to enable them to pay 
interest, discount rate or commission for their 
short-term debts owed to banks and others, 
and also to secure the validity of such stand- 
still agreements which the Hungarian Govern- 
ment intends to offer to the creditors of short- 
term foreign debts for the time of six months. 

The creditors of the State loans or State- 
secured loans—not payable in pengos—as well 
as those of the Joans of municipalities and 
cities, and of other loans—except all short- 
term loans—insofar as they should not be fully 
satisfied in foreign exchanges, are invited to 
grant an extension for the next twelve months 
against payment of their claims in pengos 
until the final settlement of their claims. 

The Hungarian Government and the Hun- 
garian National Bank will take the necessary 
measures calculated to prevent the conclusion 
of more favourable arrangements with regard 
to the claims aforesaid during the time men- 
tioned above.

In the meantime the full service of all such 
claims will be paid into the account of the 
bondholders at the Hungarian National Bank, 
in pengos, according to the rate of exchange 
quoted by the Hungarian National Bank on 
the day previous to the payment. These 
accounts will be administered in agreement 
with the adviser of the Hungarian National 
Bank, who will ask also in all revelant 
matters the opinion of the representatives of 
the creditors who wili be delegated collecf€vely. 

The Hungarian Government will request the 
interested foreign Governments to agree to 
similar measures with regard to obligations, 
to be settled through the clearing offices, 
which have not yet been met. Should objects 
of State monopoly or other State property 
ba realised abroad, the proceeds will go 
towards amortization of foreign obligations. 


OBLIGATIONS OF HONOUR. 


It is made clear in an authoritative explana- 
tion of the moratorium that the Hungarian 
Government has been guided by the principle 
that the safeguarding of the stability of the 
currency and the fulfilment of af foreign 
obligations aye an obligation of honour on the 
part of the country. 

The Hungarian Government communicated 
its intentions in advance of the more im- 
portant English creditors and the London 
representatives of the more important Ameri- 
can creditors. 

All Hungarian loans issued on the English 
market, as well as Hungarian bonds, Treasury 
bonds and Treasury bills, are excepted from 
the operation of the transfer moratorium.

RECONCILING BRITISH AND 
FRENCH VIEWS.

BASEL, Tuesday. 

Working under high pressure of time and of 
moral obstacles, the members of the Young 
Plan Advisory Committee continued last 
night's ‘‘confidential” meeting until 2 o'clock 
this moning. 

Notwithstanding the great secrecy that is 
being maintained, it has become obvious that 
sn intense struggle is going on to reconcile 
the divergent views in the priority for 
German reparations payments, the British 
and French standpoints being miles asunder. 

Sir Walter Layton is understood to have 
asked that Germagy’s incapacity to pay be 
fixed for a period of anything up to four 
years, hut it is extremely difficult to obtain 
any definite’ pronouncement on this question, 
as no Official reports have been given out since 
Friday evening. 


BREAK-UP AVERTED. 


That the report will contain some general 
proposals for giving Germany time to pay 
seems to be granted. ‘The Committee is con- 
tinuing its meetings to-night, in the hope of 
being able to issue the final report some 
time to-morrow, as it is the urgent desire of 
all the delegates to have the report ready 
before Christmas. 

There has been a rumour that the dissen- 
sions within the Committee would mean the 
conferences being broken off and postponed 
till after Christmas, but this contingency 
appears to have been removed. 

It can be easily understood that, as each 
sentence of the report is being most carefully 
compiled and scrutinised by all the delegates, 
progress is very slow, but it is anticipated 
that to-morrow will see the report definitely 
completed. 

It is thought that’ the Reparations Con- 
ference may be able to meet by the middle 
of January. 


UNEMPLOYMENT IN 
GERMANY.

The number of unemployed in Germany has 
now reached a total of 5,349,000. an increase 
of 290,000 between the Ist and the 15th of 
December.

ENGLISHWOMAN WINS

SIR JOHN SIMON AND 
ITS WORK. 


DEVELOPMENTS SINCE 
THE WAR.

HANGFS in Cabinet machinery and 
t: method. which strike a Minister who 
returns to the Cabinet after a con- 
siderable interval, were described by Sir John 


Simon at King’s College, London, last might. j 
Sir Johm was a Cabinet Minister before and | 


during part of the war, and he recently re- 
turned to the Cabinet as Secretary oi 
State fur Foreign Afiairs alter an interval of 
fifteen years. 

Sir John said that there were only three 
members who had had the experience of being 
Cabinet Ministers before the war, and in each 
case there had been a break of some fifteen 
or sixteen years between their two periods of 
Cabmet responsibility. 


EIGHTEEN YEARS AGO, 


, “In 1913, when I became a Cabinet Minis- 
ter for the first time, the methods by which 
a British Cabinet conducted and got through 
its business were much less highly organised 
than they are to-day. There was no Cabinet 
Secretariat and there were no Cabinet 
minutes. No one was present at Cabinet 
meetings except Cabimet Ministers themselves, 
save on the rare occasions when the Prime 
Minister asked for the attendance of some 
other person specially concerned. 

“The only record of what was discussed or 
decided was contained in the report which 
the Prime Minister made after each meeting 
to the King, and, of course, that report was 
communicated to no ollie else. It was, indeed, 
a distinct breach of tradition and a departure 
from the spirit of consultation for other 
Ministers to keep any record of their own, 
Save so far as it was necessary to communi- 
cate what wae decided to the Department for 
which an individual Minster was _ respon- 


| sible. 


A GREAT CHANGE. 


“Now all this has been altered. A most 
responsible civil servant, who is known as 
the Secretary to the Cabinet, attends every 
meeting and sits at the Prime Minister s side. 
If for any reason he could not be present 
his place would be taken vy his deputy. He 
makes a full note of every Cabinet decision, 
together with such record as 1s necessary of 
the main considerations which led up to it. 
He draws up tite records, which, after being 
circulated in drait, become the official 
rainutes.”’ 

Beiore every meeting, he said, a paper con- 
taining the agenda was prepared under the 
Prime Minister’s instructions, and circulated 
with whatever preparatory memoranda were 
necessary, 

Whereas twenty years ago members of the 
Cabinet usually met with little documentary 
material, and sometimes with only a vague 
idea of what topics would arise, nowadays 
papers for Cabinet consideration—each marked 
with its reference number and dulv indexed— 
were all issued under a continuous system of 
distribution through the Cabinet Secretariat. 
and the printed or type-written documents 
acconipanying the agenda often amounted to 
quite a bulky collection, 


A WAR-TIME DECISION. 


That surprising change was not the result 
of any Statute or Order in Council or Partia- 
mentary resolution. “‘Iit is one of those 
adaptations which are characteristic of the 
free working of British institutions,’’ he said. 

Sir John recalled that the change was in- 
troduced in the later stages of the war by 
Mr. Lloyd George, and by far the most 
nuthoritative critic of the new order was 
Lord Oxford., Other Ministers, such as Sir 
Austen Chamberlain and Lord Curzon, who 
Nad actual experience of both dispensations. 
defended the change. 

Sir John gave examples—for which he said 
he was indebted to Sir Maurice Hankey, the 
present Secretary to the Cabinet—drawn from 
political inemois, which showed how serious 
misunderstandings had occasionally arisen in 
the absence of authoritative record, due to 
different impressions of what was, in fact, 
decided at Cabinet meetings. 


PUZZLED MINISTERS. 


One instance occurred after the bombard 
ment of Alexandria when there was under 
consideration Sir Garnett Wolsey’s expedition 
to Ezypt Lord Hartington’s private secre 


tary wrote to Sir Edward Hamilton, one of 


the Prime Minister’s private secretaries :— 
“ My dear Eddv.--Harcourt and Chamberlain 
have both been here this morning and at my 
Chief about yesterday’s Cabinet proceedings. 
They cannot agree about what occurred. 
There must have been some decision, as 
Bricht’s resignation shows. Mv Chief has 
told me to ask you what the devil was de- 
cided, for he be damned if he knows. Will 
you ask Mr. Gladstone in more conventional 
and less pungent terms?” 

Sir John also recalled the statement of Lofa 
Curzon, who, describing the old Cabinet 
system hefore the days of the secretariat, 
said: ‘‘The Cabinet often had the very 
haziest notion as to what its decisions were.”’ 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, too, had said in 
July, 1921: “I have known Cabinets to 
break up under the impression that they had 
settled something, and every Minister going 
away asking his neighbour what was the de- 
cision to which they had come.” 

Sir John said he thought that even to-day 
there was no formal and official document 
which stated how the Cabinet was made up.

ge | HAT a competent committee of en- 


quiry should be entrusted with the 

task of reviewing the possivilities ol 
a national forest policy on a scale commensu 
rate with our needs ” is urged in a pamphlet 
by Mr. Bulmer Hobson, which was recently 
placed in the hands of Mr. P. McGilligan, 
Iree State Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce. 

It is suggested that the members of the 
committee should have associated with them 
technical experts from countries where econo- 
mic forestry was a factor ol prime importance 
in the national economy. 

The area of uncultivated land in the Free 
State, it is pointed out, is about 35,700,000 
acres, consisting of bog and mountain, most 
of which was put to little use of any economic 
importance. Apart from its limited use for 
the supply of fuel and mountain grazing, it 
was wasted, 

HEAVY TIMBER IMPORTS. 

A table is given showing the percentage of 
lands under woods and forests in various 
countries. In the Free State the area is the 
lowest of all these countries—namely, 1.4 per 
cent. In Great Britain, the next lowest, it is 
5.4. in France it is 17.8, in the United States 
25.0, in Germany 26.2, in Austria 41.8, in 
Sweden 60.0, and in Finland 73.4. 

Timber, the pamphiet says, is an essential 
commodity which no community can do with 
out, In 1929 wood and timber to the value 
of over one and a half million pounds were 
imported into the Irish Free State. To this 
should be added 90 per cent. of the imports 
of paper, for about that proportion of paper 
was made from wood, and that amounted to 
nearly one million pounds more, The éxtent 
to which other wood products entered tlie 
Free State was not easy to determine. Rayon 
(artificial silk) amounted to a quarter of a 
million pounds, and textiles of every kind 
containing Rayon, and a great 
variety of cellulose products, amounted 
to a very considerable figure. It was 
probable that the Free State’s actual import 
of wood and wood products did not fall far 
short of £35,000,000. Against that the ex 
ports of timber and manufactures thereof 
amounted to £202.000, and of paper and 
paper-making materials £66.000. 

The position in the Irish Free State is 
briefly summarised. The total area under 
trees is about 250,000 acres, approximately 
1.4 per cent, of the land area. In the wood- 
lands. consisting of over 200,000 acres in 
private hands, a serious and rapid decrease 
was taking place. due not alone to actual 
fellings, but to deterioration through neglect 
aud absence of replanting. The Land Acts. 
together with the political and social changes 
of recent years, had finished the private 
owner so far as economic forestry was con- 
cerned, : 

FREE STATE TREE-PLANTING. 

The State had acnuired (3á1st March, 1931) 
46.285 acres, of which 26.694 acres had been 
planted. It was worth that 22.000 
acres of this land had been planted since 
1922, when the present Government took 
control of the work. The present policy 
aimed at State forests of 200,000 acres. to be 
planted at the rate of 5,000 acres per annum. 

The Forestry Act of 1928 was a check on 
tho felling of trees: it could not prevent 
[leir deterioration or insure their replace- 
ment. The work that was being done by 
the State was on far too small.a scale to 
affect its position as the most treeless country 
it Europe. It was doubtful if it enabled the 
present unsatisfactory position to be main- 
tained, 

The pamphlet advocates (1) the creation of 
a forest authority, technically equipped for 
its task, having adequate powers and suffi 
cient means; .(2) the laying down of a pro- 
gramme of land acquisition, and planting on 
an adequate scale, and for a definite and ex 
tended period; (3) a definite policy of forest 
utility, which would govern rigidly the 
character of the forests to he laid down. and 
(4) a financial policy, which would enable the 
work to proceed as planned and without in 
lerruption. 

It is sugyested

that planting should he 
carried out as follows :—VFirst vear 5.Q00 
acres, increasing by 5,000 acres annually 
until in the ninth year, 45,000 was reached 
In the tenth and subsequent years until the 
hifteenth year, inclusive, is reached the 
number should be 50.000 acres, making the 
total in the fifteen vears 525.000 acres. Before 
the end of the fifteen year period the 
Goverment should appoint an expert (Com 
mission to repor! on the velne of the work 
accomplished. and consult as to any modifica 
tions of poliev that might be advisable in 
view of the conditions existing at that time. 
The Government would then be able to re- 
view the position in the light of the results 
obtained A further succession of fifteen 
year periods of planting, possibly at an 
accelerated rate, would then, without doubt, 
be sure to be the soundest of national invest 
ments. but the final extent of such a pro- 
gramme must be left to the future. 


A PLANTING PROGRAMME. 


A planting orogramme suited to . the 
economic needs of this country, and aiming 
at the future development of mannfacturing 
mdustry would probably be on some such 
lines as this — 

5 per cent. broad-leaved timber 

20 per cent. Douglas fir for 
wood-working industries. 

75 per cent. Silka spruce or other conifers 
for wood pulp. 

This would mean that 95 per cent. of the 
trees nlanted would he of the fastest growing 
varieties, in order that production should be 
reache.| as quickly as possible; and capital 
expenditure before the productive period he 
kept at its lowest. Such a programme would 
lay strong and broad the foundation of future 
prosperity, and the cost would be amply re- 
paid, not alone in actual value to the State, 
Lut mm growing industry and extending em- 
loyment, v hich would bring renewed vitality 
nto the ecoromic life of the country,

WOMAN FATALLY 
INJURED.

HE Anchor liner, Tuscania, arrived at 
TT Glasgow yesterday and reported that 
' on the vovage from New York one 
woman died on Saturday as the result of 
injuries to the head, inflicted during a heavy 
gale on Wednesday last, while thirty-eight 
other passengers were injured. Another 
woman died of cancer during the voyage. 
The Anchor Line Company’s official report 
states that “the Tuscania left New York on 


December 12, in fine weather, whieh con 
tinued for a couple of days or so. After that 
the weather gradually became worse, and on 
three occasions the ship had to be hove-to. 

“On Wednesday, the 16th, at 9 p.m., a 
heavy sea broke aboard aft, flooding the 
working alley-way, the third-class passenger 
section, and the third-class diningroom aft. 
The ship lurched badly, and then a rush of 
water knocked over the passengers. 

““One of the third-class passengers, Mrs. 
Sarah tod:ers, who sustained injuries to her 
head, died on Saturday, December 19. 

‘The body was landed at Belfast. 

“A number of passengers received mine” 
injuries, mostly from bruises and shock. All 
the passengers, without exception, have gone 
to their homes now. 

“The behaviour of the passengers and crew 
was admirable. After the first excitement 
was over the ship s life returned to normal,” 

Mrs. Sarah Rodgers belonged to Croaghan, 
Coleraine. She was standing in the third-class 


section of the Tuscania with other passengers 
when the sea broke aboard. The passengers 
tried to hold on to the railings, but were 
flung about in all directions, Other pas- 
sengers at the bow were in danger of being 
swept overboard, but were saved by members 
of the crew. Mrs. Rodgers’ sustained 
hemorrhage and shock. ‘She was returning 
home for Christmas after being thirty years 
in America. She had been employed as house- 
keeper in New York by Mr. Robert 
McBratney, a well-known Ulsterman, who is 
head of a linen firm with interests in Belfast. 
Mrs. Rodceers was buried yesterday morning 
at the Bolevin Roman Catholic Cemetery.

WHAT STATE FORESTRY WOULD 
MEAN. 


As regards the outlay that would be in 
curred for the creation of State forests on 
this scale, two points should not 
he lost sight of, The first was 
that about 90 per cent. of the expenditure 
would be divided between two classes 
oí payvments:—ía) Compensation paid to 
owners of. lands, and (I) salaries and wages 
given in employment. The second point of 
moment was that the outlay would be in- 
curred solely for the creation of a revenue. 
producing State forest, which, once produc- 
tion was reached, would swiftly repay the 
entir? expenditure. : : 

The financial operations involved were con- 
siderable, but they were within the easy 
capacity of the Saorstat, and the addition 
of so large a part of the money expended 
to the wages bill of the country would 
materially Jessen the difficulty of carrying 
them throuch. 

The productive period for wood pulp 
industries would be reached in 25 to 20 years, 
and for timber industries in 40 to 45 years. 

The possession of forests on the scale out- 
lined would give the Free State exports of 
manufactured goods for which there was a de- 
mand throughout the world, It could not only 
sell butter and eggs and cattle to England; 
it could sell timber and wood pulp and paper 
in five continents if it had them. At the 


same time it would have a growing industrial 
population at home and a greater home con- 
sumption of its agricultural produce.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 
KTER considerable negotiations, the 
A League Commission of Inquiry into the 
situation in Manchuria has been com- 
pleted. 

The composition of the Commission Is, as 
forecast yesterday. as follows:—The Earl of 
Lytton, ex-Viceroy and ex-Governor of 
Benzal: General Claudel, member of the 
French Supreme War Council; Herr Schnee, 
Governor of the former German Colony. 
German East Africa: Count Aldobrandini, a 
iormer Itatian Ampassador in Beriin: Mr. 
Hines, a former League expert on an Inter- 
rational Danube Commission and a former 
rector-General of the United States Rail- 
wavs. 

The Commission will probably have as 
Chairman the Earl of Lytton. It is not ex- 
pected that the Commission will leave before 
the end of January. 

Notes from the Chinese and Japanese 
Governments dealing with the situation in 
Manchuria. were .seceived by the League 
Council to-day. 


MANCHURIAN INDEPENDENCE. 

The Chinese Note states that on December 
loth, General Honjo published a proclamation 
declaring that the Provinces of Mukden and 
Kirin were henceforth independent, and sere 
hreaking off all relations with the Chinese 
Government. The attitude of the Govern- 
ment of the Province of Heliunkiang, it 
was ‘stated, had changed. and the authorities 
at Jehol and in Inner Mongolia were going 
to follow this exariple. 

Moreover, General Honjo declared that on 
account of existing disorderliness west of 
Mukden, che Japanese troops, which were 
entrusted with the maintenance of order 
throtgnout Manchuria, would attack the 
culprits with a view to driving them out of 
Mancnurian territory, 

“This information indicates that the 
Japanese are not confining themselves to re- 
inforcing their position in the regions already 
“1, but contemplate an extension of 
their military occupation in Manchuria.” 
wavs. 

The Note submitted to the League Council 
by Japan gives details of the activities of 
bandits in Manchuria, and calls attention to 
the anti-Japanese agitation which has been 
taking place in certain districts of Chiaa 
especially in Shanghai.

CHINESE GOVERNMENT

After his secret departure by aeroplane 
from Nanking this morning, following the 
resignation of the National Government, it 
was learned that Marsha) Chiang Kai-Shek 
had sent a letter to Mr. Ho Ying-Ching, the 
Minister of War, who had been Chiang’s 
active and loyal hentenant during five years 
of strenuous political and military campaign- 
ing. 

In his letter Chiang refers to the plenary 
meeting of the Kuomintang Governing Com- 
mittee this morning, and says: “ My obliga- 
tions .fulfilled, 1 now retire to my native 
village to live on a farm that 1 may again 
enjoy the care-free life of a private individual, 
My only hope is that satisfactory results may 
be obtained by the present Congress. I can 
assure you that [ have no other plans. I am 
going into retirement to take a rest. Please 
send no letters or telegrams, J] shan’t open 
them.” 

Chiang’s close associates during the past 
strenuous year say that his spirit and health 
have suffered, and that he urgently needs a 
rest. 

Before leaving Nanking Chiang Kai Shek 
went to the Sun Yat Sen Mausoleum to pay 
hig respects to the tomb of the leader who 
first boosted him along the road of fame and

At question time Mr. R. N. M‘Neill (Ind., 


Secretary to the Ministry of Education,

When, therefore, proper accommodation for 
the pupils became available there was no 
strong claim on Mr. Gamble’s part to con- 
tinned recognition in the capacity of Vice- 
Principal. The Belfast. Education Committee 
informed the Ministry that Mr. Gamble had 
himself volunteered to go as an ordinary 
assistant to Glenwood School, and the Minis- 
trv felt that there was no reason to press for 
his appointment as Vice-Principal, as the 
committee was at that time reluctant to 
apnoint him in that capacity. 

Subsequently, in view of the issue of 
Statutory Rule and Order 1930. No. 148. 
which secured principal teachers of amalgam. 
ated schools against undue loss in capitation 
erant through the presence in their schools 
of teachers entitled to share in that grant. 
the Belfast Education Committee requested 
the Ministry to recocnise Mr. Gamble as 
Vice-Principal. The Ministry, however, con- 
sidered that there was no change in the facts 
of the ease, and that it would not be justified 
In agreeing to a proposal which would in- 
crease public expenditure in the school.

Every fortnight the relief boat pays its call 
to these two ships, bringing fresh men to 
relieve some of those on board (a month at 
sea and a fortnight ashore is the rule for 
ordinary members of the crew, and a month 
at sea and a month ashore for masters and 
mates), and also bringing supplies and mails. 
How eagerly its coming is anticipated by men 
who, in the intervals, are absolutely cut off 
frem all communication with the rest of the 
world may be well imagined. 


THE MAIL. 


Special significance, however, attached to 
the present visit. The mail bag was more 


bulky than usual, and, in addition to the | 


tarpaulin-covered hampers containing the be- 
longings of the men who were going out to 
take their turns we carried a number of 
additional parcels, labelled with sach inscrip- 
tions: “To the men of the Irish Lightships, 
with Christmas Greetings.” and *‘ A Happy 
Christmas to the crew of the Irish Light- 
ships.”” Every year such gifts are sent to the 
Irish Lights by well-wishers for distribution 
in this way. 

Remembering the additional facts that the 
men who were due to be relieved were coming 
back to Christmas firesides, is it to be 
wondered at that a cheer broke from the men 
who lined the side of the Seagull as we hove 
in sight of where she swung at her anchor 
on the Kish Bank, eight miles out, with her 
great globular daymark and her tremendous 
lantern ? 

A rope thrown from one ship to the other 
secured us to the lightship, a hose-pipe was 
connected up, and the next fortnight’s supply 
of water pumped through into the Seagull’s 
tanks. Bags of coal, barrels of oil, and per- 
sonal goods were loaded into a ship’s life- 
heat, and rowed across the intervening 
stretch of water 


GREETINGS. 


Tom greets Peter and Pat greets Joe as 
the little boat draws alongside. “Is any- 
body married since we came out?” shouts 
somebody, and someone else replies in the 
negative. Then we scramble up the short 
companion ladder on to the deck. With the 
boat tossing up and down on the waves and 
tilting from side to side, this is rather a 
perilous venture; for it is necessary te get a 
quick focting as she rises on a wave-crest 
and then scramble up by a sudden movement 
without stopping to think about it.

‘Well, I need not say that it will be a 
quiet one; im fact, verv little different from 
our ordinary routine. The lantern will have 
to be kept going from sunset to sunrise; if 
it turns foggy, as it probably will, we will 
have to be firing detonators continuously, and 
if it blows up a gale some of the hands will 
not feel like taking a hearty Christmas din- 
ner. We don’t forget that it is Christmas, 
however, and there is the consolation that 
in a few weeks we shall be ashore again 
with nothing to stop us having a Christmas 
celebration then— better late than never !’’

GOLF IN IRELAND IN 1931. 


A YEAR OF UNWONTED ACTIVITY: 


FAILURES AND COMPENSATIONS. 


—_- @e-—_ 


(By d. P. R.) 
HE Irish golier who thinks of nothing 
1% bat International tournaments and 
championships, and who reflects on 
the events of the year which is shortly to be 
rung out, will naturally feel disappointed 
hecanse our teams and individual players did 
not do better in the representative matches 
and the most important of the Irish cham- 
piouships. Perhaps, the Irishmen ought to 
have achieved more satixiactory iesults in the 
matches with Engiand and Scotland; we 
should at least have halved the match with 
Scotland. At one stage of the hattle for the 
Irish Open at Dollymount it looked as if an 
Irish professional was going to set a merry 
pace for the Englishmen, but a more bitter 
disappointment came our way at Newcastle, 
when we vould not get one Irishman into the 
last eight 

Nor did the years golf bring forth one 
“hope” from among our native players. 
Possibly in 1952 our playing strength for the 
representative matches will be increased. 
Some young men at present round about the 
2 mark (there are a tew in ‘Irinity) may 
come with a rush to take the places of those 
whose game this year revealed signs of 
cracking. But although several who 
carried our confidence—and with invariable 
success—for many years failed us, that is no 
reason why any Irish golfer shoud give way 
to despondency. ‘The next few years are 
almost certain to produce some first-class 
players, and those we have can be relied on 

ta hold out until then. 


OUR HANDICAPS, 

On calm reflection, and if the broad view is 
taken of Irish golf, we will have to admit 
that our golfers are progressing in the game 
as steadily as we could with reason and in 
the circumstances expect. Compared, in the 
golfing sense, to England and Ncotland, the 
development of Irish golf is only in its initial 
stage, although the foundation stone on 
which the solid edifice of the four Unions 
was built was laid in this country. 

In the number of our golfers we are not in 
the running with the other countries, not- 
withstanding that there are well over 22,000 
full members in the clubs affiliated to the 
G.U.L It has also to be remembered that 


our young players have other concerns and | 
i

interests in life than golf; that the public 
schools and colleges of England supply a 
constant stream of recruits to the game, 
pF to 
expend on their golf; and that every young 
Scot with the natural aptitude for golf is 
provided with municipal and public courses, 
and with clubs which he may join for the 
payment of a mere nominal annual subscrip- 
tion. 

Our young players never had such facilities, 
The wonder is that this country has accom: 
piished so much in so short a time, and that. 
through the agency of our Unions, we have 
been able to attain the prominent position 
we occupy in British golf. As a 
fact, our progress during the last few vears 
has heen remarkable. Each vear golf in 
Ireland has gained in strength and vitality. 
and of 1931 it can truly be written that it 
was the most remarkable year in its com- 
paratively short history. 


THE TURNING POINT. 

The turning point was reached five vears 
ago at Portmarnock, when George Duncan 
propounded the scheme which culminated in 
the foundation of the Irish Open Champion- 
ship. a scheme which the writer advocated 
in the /rish Times a few years hefore the 
visit of the Scottish golfer, but which was 
cold shouldered by “the wiseacres. who 
thought they saw in it a move to injure the 
Irish Close, then going hadiv through a 
paucity of entries. That (Championship put 
Irish golf solidly on its feet, and has given 
the country a prominence in British golfing 
circles that it could not otherwise have 
achieved so soon, Its influence has been felt 
in every golfing centre in this country. and 
as the fixture travels, as it were, throuch the 
country (it is the turn of Cork next vear) 
that influence is certain to become more and 
more marked in its effects. 

This year has been one of unexampled 
activity The standard of play among the 
men and the women showed an appreciable 
improvement, while the entries for the cham. 
Pionships were well above the averace for 
many years. Not the least gratifving features 
were the record entry of 162 for the Irish 
Open Amateur at Newcastle, the wonderful 
success of the Ladies’ Championship at Port. 
marnock. due chiefly to the — sterling 
organising ahilities of the Committee 
of the Portmarnock Club, which was 
the first Trish club outside Tister 
to house the event, and the well-sustained 
interest of cross-C hannel and Trish golfers 
(with particular reference to the Trish 
amateurs) in the Trish Open at Dollymount. 
All the tournaments of the Golfing Union 
of Ireland and of the Irish Ladies’ Golf 
Union were splendid successes, although the 


Irish Ladies’ Championship suffered, as it 


was bound to. by having to he plaved so Jate 
at Rosses Point, as the result of the ladies’ 
meeting being held so early at Portmarnock. 


COMPENSATIONS. 
suffered disappointments at 
mount when misfortune overtook Fat 
(Connor and others of the Irish pro- 
fessionals, and when Scat and Saxon swept 
the decks at Newcastle. but there were com. 
pensations in the knowledge that the interest 
of English and Scottish golfers in the premier 
amateur event is likely to be maintained. 
that its denarted glories have been revived, 
and that the financial denrecsion. se keenly 
felt in other directions, had little effect on 
the clubs, or on the support accorded to Joca! 
tenmaments held under the management of 
the Unions, their branches and the leading 
clube. ; 

While the game is as strong and virile sn 
of vore in the other branches. I think thet 
in the number and character of its competi. 
tions Leinster has shown much more activity 
and enternrise. By way of illustration. take 
the societies.

A surprising feature of the Athlone man’s 
golf is that he never plays as well at home as 
in the Amateur Championship. This year he 
rose to a great height by reaching the semi- 
final, and lost a magnificent match only on 
the home green (to a 4) to E. Martin Smith. 
who then went on to gain the coveted 
distinction. 

Nor should Major Herlet's victory over the 
new champion in the international match at 
Hoylake be passed over. 
who did uncommonly well was John Hurke. 
of Lahincn, who retained the Irish Close and 
South and West of Ireland Championships, 
although in the Irish Amateur Open at New-

There was again an almost entire lack of 
public support in the London Stock Markets 
yesterday, and, as a result of the further re- 
striction in the volume of transactions, the 
majority of markets displayed an easier front, 
while in several directions the losses sustained 
at the close were of substantial amounts. Oil 
shares presented an extremely dull appear- 
attempted liquidation from America 
being reflected in a further sharp depreciation 
in the values of the leaders. The Industrial 
Jeaders also were under the influence of the 
Jack of public interest, and, while the price 
changes recorded at the end were nut of wide 
cimensions, they were, with only a few ex- 
ceptions, adverse to holders. British Funds 
commenced in dull fashion, and with at- 
tention only on a moderate scale easier 
conditions remained throughout the early part 
of the session. Somewhat firmer conditions 
developed in the later hours in sympathy 
with the improvement im sterling, but the 
recoveries were of small consequence, and the 
few movements returned at the end were 
against holders. Little change v.as shown in 
the India stocks, while Australians were 
quietly steady at Monday’s rates. Irregular 
conditions developed among Foreign Govern- 
ment stocks, for, while in certain directions 
the previous day’s improvement was con- 
tinued, elsewhere quotations sought lower 
levels. Brazilians more than maintained the 
previous day’s advances, and Chinese issues 
continued on the up grade, but French Fives 
and Fours both lost fresh ground, while 
German Sevens, Belgian Sevens, and Peruvian 
Corporations showed an easier front. British 
Rails remained a neglected market, and in 
the absence of attention one or two of the 
leaders went the turn lower.

COPPER AGREEMENT. 

It is announced that an agreement has 
been reached by producers representing over 
90 per cent. of the world copper output for 
the curtailment of the monthly production 
of copper—which now amounts to approxi- 
mately 120,000 tons—to around 75,000 to 
80,000 tons. The scheme will operate as 
from 1st January next, and production will 
be limited to about 26 per cent. of capacity. 


EASING TAX BURDEN. 

Owing to the necessity of payment of three 
fourths of the income tax in January, the 
directors of the Bonnington Hotels have 
decided that the interest on the 7 per ¢ent. 
First Preference Shares shall become pay- 
abl: on 30th December and 30th June; instead 
of on óálst March and 30th September. By 
this means shareholders will receive three 
months’ interest at the end of the year, and 
the next payment at the end of June will 
arrive opportunely for the July instalment. 
With regard to the 6 per cent. Participating 
Preference Shares, which have formerly 
received their dividends in September and 
May, the directors are. making a special pay- 
ment of 2 per cent. in December on account 
of the current year, and they have received 
cordial expressions of appreciation from 
shareholders who are experiencing the benefit 
of these arrangements. The 2 per cent. 
referred to is additional to the dividend 
which was paid on 30th September. 


HOW THE “ FLATS” ARE FLEECED. 

ae public examirmgtion was resumed at 
the London Bankruptcy Court, before Mr. 
Registrar Warmington, of Mr. Alexandra 
Clarence Bowles, described as of Empire 
House, St. Martins le Grand, E.C. The 
debtor failed last February with total 
liabilities £124,252, of which £115,217 is 
expected to rank against assets of £100, 
apart from a bad book debt of £5,000. Mr. 
H. H. Gaine, Official Receiver, examined the 
debtor with regard to his dealings in shares 
recommended in the columns of the Financial 
Recorder. Witness stated that Financial 
Recorder, Ltd., were creditors against his 
estate for £47,616 in respect of moneys taken 
by him from that company to reimburse dis- 
cruntled clients. He was aware that some 
ten or twelve canvassers were employed on 
commission terms for six or eight months to 
place the shares, and that they each received 
several thousand pounds by way of commis- 
sion. The public subscribed over £600,000 
for the various shares. None of those com- 
panies had paid a dividend; most of them 
had gone into liquidation, and all the people 
who invested in the shares nad lost their 
money. He agreed that his own profit on the 
transactions might have amounted to 
£100,000, the whole of which had disappeared. 
His wife had gone to Canada, but had taken 
no part of that fund with her. It had gone 
partly in gambling losses at Le Touquet and 
elsewhere; partly in yments to other 
people, and partly in extravagant living. 
This was his only failure. 


SOUTH AFRICA AND THE GOLD STAN- 
DARD. 

South African advocates of the abandon- 
ment of the gold standard contend that if 
the Union followed sterling it would give an 
immediate and enormous impetus to trade. 
Throughout the whole of the Union the 
farmers are asking the Government to aban- 
don the gold standard. There is an increasing 
helief that a general election cannot long be 
delayed. The trade returns show that exports 
for the past eleven months are down by over 
£10.000,000, and producers are insisting on 
Government action. The acting Chairman of 
the Chamber of Mines, Mr. Arthur Prench, 
repeated jndustry’s demands for the abandon- 
ment of the gold standard, saying that the 
sugzestion that devaluation is achievable only 
at the expense of employés’ real wages is un- 
founded. | 


BRUSSELS STOCK EXCHANGE. 

In order to dispose of certain rumours 
official notices were posted at the Bourse 
yesterday denying that there is any intention 
of closing the Bourse even temporarily, both 
as regards the options and the cash markets. 
The Government will take every precaution 
to prevent the bears from taking advantage 
of the situation, and all dealings in options 
will be controlled.
